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Looking to the future 


New UVMC 
leader calls 
Ukiah ‘incredible’

In the few months Terry Burns and his 
wife of 32 years, Dorothy, have been in 
Ukiah there’s seems to be one word that 
keeps coming back up when he describes 
Ukiah and the people he has met here: 
incredible. 

“All I’ve met in Ukiah is incredible 
people,” he said. Burns was named to the 
position in March, and for the newest 
chief executive officer and president of 
the Ukiah Valley Medical Center, incredi- 
ble seems to be a perfect place to start. 

Burns was born in Missouri, but with a 
desire to achieve great things and see new 
places Missouri was only one of the 
many stops in Burns’ life, which includes 
Missouri, Montana, California and Ohio - 
- among others. 

“Home for me is much wherever I 
am,” he said. 

With a calm and adaptive personality, 
Burns’ early years were spent in Southern 
California learning from some of his 
biggest heroes: his teachers. Burns, a 
graduate of Riverside Poly High School, 
said his biggest influence growing up 
were his art and industrial printing teach- 
ers. 

“To me, teachers are people that leave 
pretty big swaths,” he said. 

Determined to remain self-sufficient, 
Burns said his knowledge of printing 
helped to get him through his days at 
Loma Linda University where he sold 
newspapers and did printing while earn- 
ing his degree. 

For 15 years after college, Burns 
worked a number of different positions 
for Adventist Health. He also served in 
various administrative roles at San 
Joaquin Community Hospital in 
Bakersfield. Burns, always one to remain 
focused on all aspects of patient care, 
tries to keep his duties in perspective. 

“Working in health care, I work with 
people who serve the patients in their 
time of need and help them on their jour- 
ney -- wherever it may be,” Burns 
explained. “I’ve been fortunate to help 
the hospital to help patients. I get a 
chance to help the community. How 
could I not come to work? It’s a wonder- 
ful opportunity.” 


Prior to his work in Ukiah, Burns 
worked as vice president of finance and 
operations at Kettering Medical Center in 
Kettering, Ohio. During his six-year 
tenure, Burns served as the chief operat- 
ing officer for the 600-bed medical cen- 
ter, while helping to reverse operating 
losses and improve the facility bond rat- 
ing. 
“T enjoyed my time in Ohio. It was a 
very successful experience,” Burns said. 
“But most importantly we have a respon- 
sibility to be good stewards for the com- 
munity.” 

Burns, a father of three, received his 
bachelor’s degree in management and 
accounting and eventually earned his 
Certified Public Accounting certification, 
but his work in Ukiah, he said, is less 
about numbers and more about looking to 
the future. 

“A lot of the future here is being ready

for change as it comes,” he said. “I think 
we'll (the UVMC) continue to be an 
important health care resource in the 
community. Whether its here or other 
rural clinics, we have a responsibility to 
think about the future of health care for 
our community.” 

Burns continued to expand on his 
goals for the UVMC which included 
“building on the legacy that created this 
hospital.” It’s an idea Burns plans to 
make a reality through the nurturing of 
his employees while continuing the work 
that brought the two hospitals together. 

“By working with the medical commu- 
nity here, we will be able to ensure health 
care for the future,” he said. “I think of 
my work as sacred -- not religious. 
There’s a difference. I know it’s not just 
Terry Burns, it’s the hospital.”

Yolla Bolly fires 
still burning

COVELO RANGER STATION - Work con- 
tinues on the 270 acre Yolla Bolly Complex 
located 20 air miles northeast of Covelo. There 
are three remaining uncontrolled fires in the 
complex: Butte (40 acres), Sugarloaf (95 
acres) and Lazy (170 acres). The Lazy Fire is 
established in an area of the Yolla Bolly 
Wilderness on the Shasta Trinity National 
Forest with limited access, rugged terrain and 
extremely steep ridges that are contributing to 
constant rolling material and uphill runs. Fire 
activity has increased significantly on the east, 
south and west flanks. About 100 personnel are 
working on the Lazy Fire with two helicopters 
dropping water on hot spots, delivering sup- 
plies and transporting crews. Due to the com- 
plex nature involved in containing this fire, it 
has been elevated to a Type 2 incident and 
Kent Swartzlander’s NorCal Type 2 Incident 
Management assumed command of this inci- 
dent Monday evening. 

Meanwhile, firefighters continue the 
process of controlling the other fires in the 
complex.Some of the most difficult work

Disagrees on need for 
elected sewer board

At Wednesday night’s meeting, the 
Ukiah City Council will be approving its 
response to the Mendocino County Grand 
Jury report, “Down the drain,” on the 
Ukiah Valley Sanitation District. 

The city agrees with much of the grand 
jury’s findings, with some corrections. 
However, it disagrees with the grand 
jury’s notion of having an elected sanita- 
tion district board and hiring a sanitation 
district manager which, the city feels, 
would only mean extra expense for sewer 
service. 

As for an elected sanitation district 
board, the city notes that the district was 
formed with a combination of representa- 
tion from the county and the city, a system 
which it believes has thus far worked

California 
Legislature enact- 
ing the California Wild and Scenic Rivers 
Act, which was authored by this remarkable 
legislator and signed into law by Governor 
Ronald Reagan in 1972,” Wiggins said. 
“That landmark legislation permanently pro- 
tects the Smith, Klamath, Scott, Salmon, 
Trinity, Eel, Van Duzen and portions of the 
American River from future dams and 
diversions.” 

“Most notably,” she said, “the wild and 
scenic rivers act effectively stopped con- 
struction of the controversial Dos Rios Dam 
project on the Eel River, a dam that would 
have inundated Round Valley and destroyed 
the town of Covelo in Mendocino County.” 

Wiggins also praised what she called 
Behr’s “enduring legacy of more than 1,800 
miles of free-flowing streams that will be 
protected for the current and future genera- 
tions of California.” 

Enactment of the Wild & Scenic Rivers 
Act in 1972 paved the way for similar pro- 
tections for the East Carson, McCloud and 
West Walker Rivers that were authored in 
1989 by former Senator Byron Sher. 

It also provided the legal foundation for a 
1999 Senate measure (also by Sher) that 
permanently protects the South Yuba River, 
2003 legislation authored by Assembly 
Member Patty Berg (D — Eureka) that pro- 
vides wild and scenic status to portions of 
the Albion and Gualala Rivers, and most 
recently, legislation by Assembly Member 
Lois Wolk (D — Davis) to protect Cache 
Creek. 

Behr received his law degree from Yale 
Law School, and served in the U.S. Navy 
from 1941-46. A Republican, he represented 
California’s 2nd Senate District (now repre- 
sented by Wiggins), which at the time 
included Marin, western Sonoma, Lake, 
Mendocino, Humboldt and Del Norte

City ready to respond to grand jury on sewer system 


City to seek 
funding for hills 
hiking trail

The Ukiah City Council 
this week will be discussing 
the possibility of applying for 
a grant with Mendocino 
County Tobacco Settlement 
Advisory Committee to 
design a hiking trail in the 
Western Hills of Ukiah -- a 
plan more than a year in the 
making. 

Members of Ukiah’s Paths, 
Open Space and Creeks 
Commission have worked on 
planning and designing a hik- 
ing trail on city-owned prop- 
erty in the west hills area for 
more than a year now. In 


2006, the commission got 
City Council support and 
applied for a $25,000 
Mendocino County Tobacco 
Settlement Funds grant to 
finalize the design and to pos- 
sibly construct the trail. The 
2006 grant application was 
unsuccessful and the 
Commission is now preparing 
to make a 2007 application for 
the same funds. 

The proposal, prepared by 
Charley Stump, the city’s 
director of Planning and 
Community Development, 
would only limit the trail to 
city-owned property and 
would not connect to the 
municipal golf course or 
Maple Avenue. The proposed 
trail would begin and end as a 
loop trail from Low Gap Park. 

Ideas began to flow in 2005 
when the commission began

discussions of a hiking trail on 
the city-owned property north 
and west of the golf course 
with the City Council. The 
council supported the concept, 
but felt that a number of initial 
issues needed to be resolved. 
Some of the issues included 
keeping the trail on city- 
owned property, potential 
conflicts with the golf course, 
and the proposed connection 
to Maple Avenue. Since that 
time, the commission has 
resolved these issues. 

Staff reports said that pre- 
vious discussions with the 
Mendocino County General 
Services Staff in 2006 were 
positive and cooperative in 
terms of the connection to 
Low Gap Park. The new plan 
works to fix unresolved issues 
from the 2006 discussions,

U.S. military deaths 
in Iraq at 3,740 Monday

As of Monday, Sept. 3, 2007, at least 3,740 
members of the U.S. military have died since 
the beginning of the Iraq war in March 2003, 
according to an Associated Press count. The 
figure includes seven military civilians. At 
least 3,061 died as a result of hostile action, 
according to the military’s numbers. 

The AP count is five higher than the 
Defense Department’s tally, last updated 
Friday at 10 a.m. EDT. 

The British military has reported 168 
deaths; Italy, 33; Ukraine, 18; Poland, 21; 
Bulgaria, 13; Spain, 11; Denmark, seven; El 
Salvador, five; Slovakia, four; Latvia, three; 
Estonia, Netherlands, Thailand, two each; and 
Australia, Hungary, Kazakhstan, Romania, 
South Korea, one death each. 


Tourists flee as Hurricane 
Felix nears Honduras 


SAN PEDRO SULA, Honduras (AP) — 
Planes shuttled hundreds of tourists from the 
island resorts of Honduras and Belize in a des- 
perate airlift Monday as Hurricane Felix’s 
pounding rain and punishing winds bore down 
on the Central American coast. 

The powerful, Category 4 storm spurred 
Grupo Taca Airlines to provide special free 
flights to the mainland. Planes were quickly 
touching down and taking off again to scoop 
up more tourists. Some 1,000 people were 
evacuated from the Honduran island of 
Roatan, popular for its pristine reefs and diving 
resorts. Another 1,000 were removed from 
low-lying coastal areas and smaller islands. 

Felix’s top winds weakened slightly to 145 
mph as it headed west, but the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center warned that it could easily 
strengthen into catastrophic storm again before 
landfall. It was projected to rake the Honduran 


coast and slam into southern Belize on 
Wednesday before cutting across northern 
Guatemala and southern Mexico. 

Felix seemed likely to make landfall on the 
Miskito Coast, a remote, swampy jungle along 
the Honduras-Nicaragua border where 
Honduran officials were trying to find enough 
gas to evacuate Miskito Indians, who speak a 
mix of Spanish and a local creole, and usually 
get around in canoes. 

“There’s nowhere to go here,” said teacher 
Sodeida Rodriguez, 26, who said residents in 
wooden shacks were seeking shelter but those 
with concrete homes were staying put. 


President Bush makes 
a surprise visit to Iraq 


AL-ASAD AIR BASE, Iraq (AP) — 
President Bush, briefed by U.S. military com- 
manders and Iraqi leaders, said Monday some 
American forces could be sent home if securi- 
ty across Iraq improves as it has in Anbar 
province, a former hotbed of Sunni insurgency. 

But the president, flanked by Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates and Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice, did not say how many 
troops could be withdrawn or how soon. 

Despite intense pressure at home for cut- 
backs, Bush said decisions about troop levels 
“will be based on a calm assessment by our 
military commanders on the conditions on the 
ground not a nervous reaction by 
Washington politicians to poll results in the 
media. 

“In other words,” the president told cheering 
troops, “when we begin to draw down troops 
from Iraq it will be from a position of strength 
and success — not from a position of fear and 
failure.” 

It was Bush’s third secret trip to Iraq in four 
years. He spent about seven hours on the 
ground before returning to Air Force One for a 
flight to Australia for talks with Asia-Pacific 
leaders.

“The Grand Jury does not 
explain what problem such a 
reorganization would solve,” 
the city’s response states. 
“There are no findings related 
to this recommendation and 
the report does not explain 
how that reorganization would 
improve sewer service to the 
district residents, which ought 
to be the primary concern.” 

The grand jury also said 
that there was no external 
auditing of the District which 
the city partially disagreed 
with, admitting that no exter- 
nal audits had been done since 


1998 but said “city auditors 
continue to report the division 
of City and UVSD revenue 
and expenses to the State 
Controller every year.” 

The grand jury’s report, 
which was issued earlier this 
summer, also found that the 
UVSD wastewater treatment 
plant is faced with the necessi- 
ty to process 21 million gal- 
lons of wastewater in the win- 
ter months as compared to 3 
million gallons in the summer, 
but the City finds the demand 
for water is less. In the pro- 
posed response to the grand 
jury, the City finds a weekly 
average of 6-8 million gallons 
in the winter as compared to 
2.5 million gallons on the 
average during the summer 
months. The City’s proposed 
response also found that the 


peak flow after succeeding 
periods of heavy rain was 21 
million gallons each day. 

As a means of addressing 
concerns about capacity at the 
sewer plant and looking 
toward the future, plant 
expansion at Ukiah’s WWTP 
is designed to process 24.5 
million gallons daily. In its 
response, cost for expansion 
of the plant is clearly detailed. 
With $38.4 million in con- 
struction costs for repair and 
upgrade of the plant with an 
additional $18.1 million for 
expansion of treatment capac- 
ity. 

Other costs detailed in the 
proposed response include: $7 
million for design engineering 
and $4.6 million for construc- 
tion management with the 
total cost of the project being

Pharmacy cashier needs 
attitude adjustment 


DEAR DR. GOTT: While shopping at the 
only available pharmacy located in my small 
community, a particular cashier routinely offers 
humiliating, hillbilly remarks about my purchas- 
es. 

One of her embarrassing comments was, “Hey 
old timer, considering all the pills you're taking, 
it's a good thing you're driving a pick-up to haul 
them all home!” Another hurtful example was 
when I inquired nervously about being lethargic 
and disinterested about certain activities in the 
bedroom. The insensitive clerk said loudly, gig- 
gling, “At your age, it's probably too late to 
experiment with kinky spark plugs, so consult 
your doctor or forget about it!” 

Considering the young, abrasive assistant hap- 
pens to be a single working mother, I'm reluctant 
to alert the pharmacist of her helper's uninvited 
insinuations in fear of placing the woman's 
employment at risk. 

In lieu of traveling an extra 25 miles to fill 
prescriptions, can you help me find a courteous 
and professional course of action? 

DEAR READER: Your “insensitive clerk” is 
nothing more than a bully. I suggest that you 
stand up to her and voice your dislike of her 
comments. Request she stop being rude and 
explain that while you do not wish to inform her 
boss, you will if necessary. 

I understand that you do not wish to “tattle” 
on her behavior and contribute to her possible 
firing; however, her comments and behavior are 
completely inappropriate. If she cannot control 
herself and act with a certain amount of respect, 
she should not be working with the public. 
Perhaps it will take reprimanding from her 
employer or even losing her job for her to realize 
she cannot continue to be a bully and must 
change. 

As an aside, if she acts this way in public, 
especially at work, then how does she behave in 
the privacy of her home? This is not setting a 
good example for her child(ren). 

I would not be concerned about hurting the 
feelings of the other pharmacy staff. You are the 
one being embarrassed. The other pharmacy per- 
sonnel should be just as embarrassed to learn of 
this particular person's behavior. Try my 
approach. If it fails, it is far easier to travel an 
extra 25 miles to be treated with the considera- 
tion and respect that everyone deserves. Chances 
are, if this is happening to you, it is happening to 
others as well. The pharmacy may well start los- 
ing business if they do not remedy the situation 
now.

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Water bottle quandary taps into 
health vs. environment concerns

Few plastic water bottles make 
it into Mary Wilstorn’s curbside 
recycable container --the 
Concord resident buys one plastic 
bottled water a week and simply 
refills it from the tap . 

“I don’t buy bottled water for 
the so-called ‘mountain spring’ 
water,” she says. “Tap water is 
fine by me. And if it came pack- 
aged to go, I wouldn’t need to use 
a plastic bottle at all.” 

It seems like an ideal balance: 
plastic bottles afford convenience 
at a time when the emphasis is on 
hydrating with water instead of 
sugary drinks; reusing the bottles 
helps address environmental con- 
cerns over pollution, overflowing 
landfills and crude oil use from 
plastic production. 

But is the practice healthy? 

Some reports suggest reused 
plastic bottles may break down 
and leach chemicals into the 
water. Tests on reused plastic bot- 
tles also have detected nasty bac- 
teria.The information is confus- 
ing, and in in some cases, flat-out 
misleading. And ultimately, strik- 
ing a balance between conve- 
nience, the environment and 
health hinges on drawing your 
own conclusions. Why not just 
uncap a new plastic water bottle? 
Isn’t bottled water better than 
tap? 

Not necessarily. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency strictly regulates all pub- 
lic water; the Food and Drug 
Administration oversees the bot- 
tled water industry with less 
stringent regulations. Until 
recently, few bottled water manu- 
facturers publicly revealed their 
water sources. Turns out about 40 
percent of bottled water is really 
filtered tap water. 

Plastic also takes a toll on the 
environment, partly because it is 
a byproduct of petroleum refin- 
ing. The Earth Policy Institute 
notes that more than 10 million 
barrels of crude oil are used each 
year to make the plastic water 
bottles. And the National 
Resources Defense Council 
reports that an estimated 9,700 
tons of carbon dioxide are emit- 
ted annually to transport bottled 
water overseas to California. 

The sheer numbers don’t stop 
there. In 2006, 28.3 billion gal- 
lons of bottled water were sold in 
the United States, according to a 


report by Beverage Marketing 
Corp. About 86 percent of those 
bottles were thrown away, not 
recycled -- alarming to environ- 
mentalists because a buried water 
bottle takes up to 1,000 years to 
biodegrade, says the Container 
Recycling Institute. Rumors and 
e-mail warnings have sent up red 
flags about reusing plastic bot- 
tles. But are they true? 

e Claim: A University of Idaho 
student’s masters thesis found 
that reused plastic water bottles 
leach chemicals. 

Reality: Not true, says the 
FDA. The student’s tests were not 
subjected to peer or FDA review. 
The FDA has classified polyeth- 
ylene terephthalate (PET) -- the 
material used in most disposable 
water bottles -- as meeting feder- 
al standards for food-contact 
materials. 


e Claim: The plasticiser DEHA 
is a human carcinogen that can 
leach from the plastic bottles into 
the water, possibly causing can- 
cer. 

Reality: First, the plasticizer 
used in PET is diethlhexyladi- 
pate, not diethylhydroxylamine 
(DEHA). The American Cancer 
Society states, “The USS. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency says DEHA ‘cannot rea- 
sonably be anticipated to cause 
cancer... or other serious or irre- 
versible chronic health effects.’” 

e Claim: Freezing water releas- 
es dioxins in plastic bottles. 

Reality: Plastics contain no 
dioxins, says Rolf Halden, assis- 
tant professor in the Department 
of Environment Health Sciences 
and the Center for Water and 
Health at Johns Hopkins. 
“Freezing actually works against 


the release of chemicals,” he 
adds. “Chemicals do not diffuse 
as readily in cold temperatures, 
which would limit chemical 
release if there were dioxins in 
plastic, and we don’t think there 
are.” 

e Claim: A University of 
Calgary study found coliform 
(typically from fecal matter) and 
heterotrophic (bacteria from the 
mouth) in 12 percent of 75 water 
bottles reused by elementary 
school children. 

Reality: Yes, bacteria was pre- 
sent, but the study’s author con- 
cluded that a lack of personal 
hygiene was to blame. The bot- 
tles and kids’ hands were not 
properly cleaned before refilling. 

e Claim: It’s dangerous to 
drink water from a plastic bottle 
left in a hot car. 

Reality: True, and the same 
goes for exposing an open water 
bottle to room temperature for 
too long, says Keith Christman, 
senior director of packaging for 
the American Chemistry 
Council’s Plastics Division. “You 
want to treat it as an opened food 
product container,” he says. 
“That’s why many food products 
say ‘refrigerate after use’ because 
bacteria can grow in warm condi- 
tions.” 

e Claim: Lexan is a polycar- 
bonate plastic, used in sports bot- 
tles such as Nalgene, that con- 
tains bisphenol A (BPA), which if 
consumed can cause chromoso- 
mal disruption, miscarriages, 
birth defects and obesity. 

Reality: It depends on who 
you ask. The Environment 
California Research & Policy 
Center notes that more than 130 
studies found BPA at very low 
doses was linked to adverse 
health effects. Also, 38 leading 
scientific experts on BPA have 
called for more research because 
of those studies. 

Proponents argue that the 
research is inconsistent and based 
on animal studies. Also, regulato- 
ry agencies, such as the FDA and 
European Union’s Scientific 
Committee on Food, consider 
plastic safe for reuse. 

The UC Berkeley Wellness 
Letter, compiled by 14 faculty 
members, offers insight for both 
perspectives. “No human health 
risk has been established,” it

Fire departments deserve Prop. 172 money 


We think that the county’s volunteer fire 
departments are right to want a regular share 
of the Prop. 172 funds intended for public 
safety by California’s voters. The sales tax 
money that comes to the county has tradi- 
tionally been spent on law enforcement and 
District Attorney costs, but volunteer fire 
departments are increasingly strained by the 
costs of regulations covering equipment, 
maintenance and insurance. Small volunteer 
departments depend entirely on the property 
tax funding from the people who live in their 
districts, plus annual fund raisers like barbe- 
cues and other community events. However, 
most of these departments end up putting 
fires out or responding to accidents in areas 
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father or friend. 

Not only am I bothered by the compari- 
son of marijuana to pornography, (“child 
pornography, identity theft and other illegal 
activities”) I am saddened that this writer 
would even think to compare the two. It is 
disgusting the writer would point their fin- 
ger at people trying to survive in the world 
with serious diseases and compare them 
with child pornographers. That is wrong by 
any standards. 

I have also read the reports from COM- 
MET about the thousands of plants eradi- 
cated from public lands so far this season. I 
don’t remember any of them claiming med- 
ical use, or any arrests, for that matter. 

If you think the pharmaceutical solution 
is the way to go, consider pain killers: their 
sales have increased by huge amounts in 
the last 10 years, cause intense addiction 
and death in many humans, not to mention 
the numerous lawsuits over these pharma- 
ceuticals that in the long run have caused 
serious medical conditions. How about 
alcohol sales and the number of deaths that 
occur (over 40,000 every year) or tobacco, 
the legal carcinogen? When will you lobby 
to make tobacco illegal? How can you hon- 
estly say your medicine is better then mine? 
I would like to point out that there are 
seven remaining federal IND patients who 
receive medical cannabis from the federal 
government each month. They have for 30- 
plus years. If the federal government is 
positive marijuana has no medical benefit, 
why are these seven remaining patients 
receiving it from them? 

As for the scientific studies you claim 
don’t exist, you are wrong again. 

The United States will not grant any 
studies into the positive aspects of marijua- 
na, only the studies regarding the negative 
aspects of marijuana. 

Whenever a government is afraid to 
study a subject and makes it illegal to study 
that subject, beware! Especially when 
800,000 people a year are being arrested 
for cannabis related offenses, most of 
which are for possession or use ( Not 
sales). Thankfully Europe has taken up the 
slack and if you care to look there is a 
growing body of scientific evidence regard- 
ing cannabis.

Let these 


ghosts rest 


You just can’t please some people. After the end of 
the 1991 Persian Gulf War, I remember a cartoon that 
lampooned Democrats for their two-faced approach to 
the conflict. In the first panel, a donkey was scolding 
President George H.W. Bush for invading Iraq. In the 
next, the donkey was scolding the president for leaving 
too soon. 


Today, the Democrats’ strategy is still fairly consis- 
tent with that model. They wait to see what President 
George W. Bush says, and then they say the opposite. 
Oddly enough, this happens even if Bush says some- 
thing that Democrats have been saying for some time. 


Such as comparing Iraq to Vietnam. War critics 
have drawn that comparison almost since the invasion 
of Iraq began, calling the U.S.-led operation a “quag- 
mire” and insisting that Bush was ignoring the lessons 
of history. But people seem to draw their own lessons 
from Vietnam. And recently, after months of resisting 
the comparison, Bush actually embraced it. During a 
speech to the Veterans of Foreign Wars, he seemed to 
imply that the real lesson from Vietnam was that defeat 
comes at a heavy price. 


The president was making two points, both legiti- 
mate. First, he insisted that Americans need to think 
long and hard about what would happen to those we 
left behind if we departed Iraq before stability takes 
hold, because what happened after the fall of Saigon 
wasn’t pretty. 


“One unmistakable legacy of Vietnam,” he said, “‘is 
that the price of America’s withdrawal was paid by 
millions of innocent citizens, whose agonies would 
add to our vocabulary new terms like ‘boat people,’ 
‘re-education camps’ and ‘killing fields.’” 


Second, Bush believes that our withdrawal from 
Vietnam actually emboldens our new enemies, all 
these years later. 


“There’s another price to our withdrawal from 
Vietnam,” he said, “and we can hear it in the words of 
the enemy we face in today’s struggle -- those who 
came to our soil and killed thousands of citizens on 
September the 11th, 2001.” Bush then quoted al-Qaeda 
leaders pointing to the U.S. retreat from Vietnam as 
proof that America could be defeated -- once there was 
an erosion of public support in the United States. 


“Here at home, some can argue our withdrawal 
from Vietnam carried no price for American credibili- 
ty,” he said, “But the terrorists see it differently. We 
must listen to the words of the enemy.” 


You would think that Democrats would be flattered 
that the president seems to have come around to their 
point of view. But instead, their instinct was to flip 
their position and insist that Bush is wrong and that the 
two wars cannot be compared. In Vietnam, they say, 
we battled an insurgency and a communist government 
in the North; in Iraq, we’re refereeing a civil war. All 
some Bush critics care about is seizing the opportuni- 
ty to disagree with the president that they’re willing to 
swallow their own words to do it. 


There may be another reason that Democrats are 
feeling combative: Bush’s words remind voters that 
Democrats don’t have a good answer for the question 
of what happens to those Iraqis we would leave 
behind. I’ve watched nearly every Democratic presi- 
dential debate, and I’ve never heard a single candidate 
even broach the subject. 


I will. One thing that should happen is that the 
United States should dramatically increase its visa 
allotment for Iraqis, so that more can escape that war 
zone once U.S. troops are gone. 


Still, invoking Vietnam was obviously not a smart 
move for Bush. Americans know that the president 
spent the war stateside in the Texas Air National 
Guard. So most people just tuned out, and Bush’s 
remarks became little more than a late-night TV 
punchline. He should have stayed out of the Vietnam 
minefield altogether. 


And so should we all. We should eliminate the “V- 
word” from our political vocabulary. As a member of 
Generation X who was born eight months before the 
Tet Offensive in 1968, I’m tired of hearing about this 
conflict. I felt that way before the Sept. 11 attacks, but 
I have even less patience for the discussion now. Why 
should Americans waste time arguing over the lessons 
of a war that ended in the 1970s, when we’re at war 
with a new enemy right now? 


It’s time to let these ghosts rest. And for that to hap- 
pen, our leaders need to quit waking them.

writes, “but there have been 
concerns because traces of 
BPA have been detected in 
human urine samples.” 

So, are plastic bottles safe 
to use repeatedly? 

Where Nagalene bottles are 
concerned, any amount of 


BPA leached is probably 
miniscule, says John 
Swartzberg, Clinical 


Professor of Medicine at UC 
Berkeley and chair of the 
Wellness Letter’s editoral 
board. 

“Of course, you don’t want 
to put anything in your body 
that you don’t have to,” 
Swartzberg says. 

“Most times, any leaching 
would happen with the first 
few uses, so just wash the bot- 
tle out.” 


The bigger health issue 
stems from bacteria in reused 
bottles: Proper cleaning is 
essential. 

“Saliva gets into the bottle 
and if there’s enough warmth, 
it can grow,” Swartzberg says. 
“Conceivably it can cause dis- 
ease. To our knowledge, 
there’s been no outbreak of 
disease from unclean bottles, 
but that’s no reason to conta- 
minate yourself.” 

Bottles should be cleaned 
using hot, soapy water. Avoid 
using dishwashers because 
high heat can cause degrada- 
tion, Swartzberg says. 

Swartzberg suggests using 
a scrubber designed for baby 
bottles to thoroughly clean the 
inside, neck and lip of the bot- 
tle. Then let the bottle air dry 
completely before refilling. 

Finally, check the bottle for 
visible thinning or cracking 
because damaged areas can 


designed for multiple use so 
they are susceptible to break- 
ing down over time. 

“Plastic is not really the 
issue,” Christman says. “Bad 
hygeniene and improper 
cleaning are the main reasons 
why reusing a bottle can have 
health risks. Obviously, sin- 


gle-use bottles are more sani- 
tary. Really, it comes down to 
a consumer’s personal 
choice.”

2003 champ Roddick reaches quarterfinals; Haas beats Blake

for James Blake’s success in 
five-setters. 

With his rowdy fans plead- 
ing for him to put it away, 
Blake missed on three match 
points and wound up losing to 
No. 10 Tommy Haas 4-6, 6-4, 
3-6, 6-0, 7-6 (4) Monday at 
the U.S. Open.

He had his 
chances this time, too, but 
couldn’t come up with that 
last, winning shot.

Haas advanced to the quar- 
terfinals for the third time in 
four years. The German made 
a full-out dive for a shot in the 
final set and later, down 5-4, 
came up with three big serves 
to prevent the sixth-seeded 
Blake from closing it out. 

“T feel like I had all the con- 
ditions on my side,” he said. 

Blake’s rooting section — 
the J-Block — tried to stir 
their favorite player through- 
out the match. The cheers 
reached a crescendo in the 


tiebreaker when Blake raced 
to the baseline for an over-the- 
shoulder shot, but Haas won 
that point with a picture-per- 
fect lob to go up 4-3. 

“I think if I had lost that 
point, the crowd would’ve 
gone absolutely ballistic,” 
Haas said. 

The match ended, however, 
in silence. Haas hit a 113 mph 
ace that Blake challenged, and 
the players looked at each 
other as the crowd became 
quiet with a mix of anticipa- 
tion and apprehension. 

The replay on the score- 
board confirmed the ball was 
indeed good, and it was over. 

“I hope the audience 
enjoyed the show,” Haas said. 

Haas next plays No. 4 
Nikolay Davydenko, who beat 
Lee Hyung-taik of South 
Korea 6-1, 6-3, 6-4. 

Earlier, Andy Roddick 
reached the quarterfinals 
thanks to another abbreviated 
work day. 

Roddick, the 2003 champi- 
on and 2006 runner-up, 
moved on when No. 9 Tomas 
Berdych stopped playing in 
the second set because he had 
trouble breathing and felt 
sluggish. 

“I haven’t been tested much 


this tournament so far,” said 
the fifth-seeded Roddick, who 
could face No. 1 Roger 
Federer next. 

Roddick was leading 7-6 
(6), 2-0 in the fourth round 
when Berdych quit, making 
him 0-9 against top-10 oppo- 
nents at Grand Slam tourna- 
ments.

Ranked 
No. 31, Szavay is playing in 
her first U.S Open — her two 
other previous Grand Slam 
appearances ended in second- 
round losses at Wimbledon 
and the French Open this year. 

No. 18 Shahar Peer became

Rockies keep pace in NL West race with win over Giants

DENVER — Jeff Francis has 
emerged as the Colorado Rockies’ 
staff ace, but his biggest contribution 
Monday came with his bat. 

Francis’ one-out double started a 
seven-run third inning, and Chris 
Tannetta’s two-run triple highlighted 
the rally as the Rockies opened a cru- 
cial six-game homestand with a 7-4 
win over the San Francisco Giants. 

The Rockies, who started the day 
five games back in both the National 
League West and the NL wild-card 
race, improved to 71-66. They are 
five games above .500 for the first 
time since Aug. 15. 

A year ago, the Rockies were 10 
games under .500 and out of the post- 
season hunt. 

“Tt’s a lot more fun,” Francis said. 
“Guys out here are playing for the 
team, playing for the guy next to you. 
This time last year guys were going 
out and maybe playing a little bit for 
themselves. Now they have no choice 
but to do otherwise.” 

Francis (15-6) went 5 2/3 innings, 
giving up three runs and nine hits. His 
15 wins are the most by a Colorado 
left-hander since Shawn Estes had 15 
in 2004. 

“Those are bonuses,” Francis said. 
“Right now, we’re trying to win 
games.” 

Manny Corpas got three outs for 
his 13th save in 15 chances, and his 
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Giants’ pitcher Matt Cain had his shortest start since May 3. 


13th straight since replacing Brian 
Fuentes as closer. 

Colorado’s big third inning came 
mostly at the expense of Giants starter 
Matt Cain. The Rockies roughed up 
Cain (7-14) for six runs and five hits 
in the inning before he was lifted in 
favor of reliever Pat Misch. 

Francis battled Cain, fouling off 
four pitches before doubling to center. 


“I hit it obviously in the right 
spot,” Francis said. 

Francis scored on a single by Kaz 
Matsui, and Matt Holliday’s sacrifice 
fly scored Willy Taveras. After con- 
secutive walks to Todd Helton and 
Garrett Atkins loaded the bases, Brad 
Hawpe lined a two-run single to right 
field. 

Misch came on and gave up an 


RBI single to Troy Tulowitzki and a 
triple to right to Iannetta. 

Taveras had three hits and Helton 
and Jannetta had two hits each. 

“Very rarely do you win when you 
score in one inning here and you 
don’t add on,” Rockies manager Clint 
Hurdle said. “It was a big inning. It 
was a good inning. It was enough for 
us to win a game.” 

Cain, who went 2 2/3 innings, had 
the shortest start of his career in a 
ballpark where previously he was 
dominant in 2007. In his two prior 
starts at Coors Field this season, Cain 
was 1-0 with a 0.69 ERA in 13 
innings. He started strong Monday, 
striking out five of the first eight bat- 
ters he faced before Francis’ double. 

“Francis, that’s a huge at-bat there, 
then he just couldn’t get out of it,” 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy said of 
Cain. “It’s a game we let get away 
from us, because Matty had good 
stuff. It’s a shame we couldn’t get out 
of that inning.” 

The Giants got two back in the 
sixth on a pair of RBI singles from 
Pedro Feliz and Kevin Frandsen, 
chasing Francis. Reliever Jeremy 
Affeldt ended the threat by getting 
Ray Durham to fly out to center. 

Randy Winn’s ninth homer of the 
season cut the lead to 7-4 in the sev- 
enth. Bengie Molina led off the sec- 
ond inning with his 15th homer to 
give San Francisco a 1-0 lead. 


Tarell Brown rewarded for strong camp with Niners

SANTA CLARA — Just a few 
months ago, Tarell Brown’s talent was 
no match for his troubles. The once- 
sparkling prospect dropped down draft 
boards, with teams unwilling to bet on 
a player with a terrible knack for rid- 
ing in the wrong cars with the wrong 
friends. 

On a quiet morning at the San 
Francisco 49ers’ training complex 
Monday, Brown was rewarded for his 
personal and professional strides when 
the club presented him with the 
Thomas Herrion Award honoring the 
club’s most inspirational performance 
in training camp. 

Brown, a fifth-round pick from the 
University of Texas, made the 49ers’ 
53-man roster Sunday. He’Il be a back- 
up and a special-teams player early on, 
but the club sees promise in the former 
Longhorns star who fell from the highs 
of a national title to the lows that 
began with his arrest on misdemeanor 
drug and weapons charges last fall. 

“I wasn’t planning on getting an 
award,” said Brown, a Texas native 
like Herrion. “I just went out there and 
worked hard, like I always do. It’s a 
blessing to get this award. I just want 
to represent it in the way Thomas 
Herrion would, in a positive way.” 

Brown, a senior starter with strong 
pro prospects, was suspended for 
Texas’ key loss to Ohio State last 
September after a traffic stop. Brown 
and two friends were arrested when 
officers said they found a small 
amount of marijuana in the car and a 
handgun in Brown’s lap. 

Though Brown took a drug test to 
prove he hadn’t been using marijuane, 
he fell under a stigma among scouts 
that wasn’t helped when the Texas sec- 
ondary struggled last season. Then 
Brown was arrested three days before 


the draft when marijuana was found in 
his cousin’s car while Brown was a 
passenger. 

His draft stock kept dropping, but 
the 49ers chose him with the 147th 
overall pick. Coach Mike Nolan con- 
stantly emphasizes the importance of 
his prospective players’ character, and 
Nolan felt Brown was a good person 
with poor luck. Though all charges 
against him eventually were dropped, 
Brown knows he got off to a bad start 
in adulthood. 

“The odds were against me,” Brown 
said. “I had people saying I had bag- 
gage coming with me. I don’t think 
that was the case, but I think I over- 
came that. ... I don’t dwell on the past. 
What happened, happened, but I feel 
like I can contribute no matter where I 
was drafted.” 

The 49ers initiated the award last 
season in honor of Herrion, the offen- 
sive lineman who collapsed and died 
after a preseason game in Denver on 
Aug. 20, 2005. Herrion was competing 
for a roster spot at the time, but his 
teammates knew him well for his play- 
ful personality and teamwork. 

Brown started out strong in offsea- 
son workouts with the 49ers, and 
solidified his roster spot with solid 
play during the preseason. He even 
won the Thomas Herrion Talent Show 
along with his fellow defensive backs 
during a break from camp last month. 

“He looks to be a good part of what 
we do going forward, so I’m excited 
about that for Tarell,’’ Nolan said. 

SO MANY CAPTAINS: The NFL 
introduced a plan this season to put 
“C” patches on the jerseys of each 
team’s captains, yet the 49ers won’t 
wear the letters this season. 

That’s because the 49ers appointed 
10 captains Monday, and the league 
only allows five lettered jerseys on the 
field. Since Nolan doesn’t want to

choose among the members of his 
council of captains, he doesn’t plan to 
use the “C” at all. 

Nolan, who had four team captains 
in each of his previous two seasons, 
met with his group after practice 
Monday. It includes cornerbacks Nate 
Clements and Walt Harris, linebacker 
Derek Smith, receiver Arnaz Battle, 
defensive lineman Marques Douglas, 
offensive tackle Jonas Jennings, center 
Eric Heitmann, kicker Joe Nedney, 
quarterback Trent Dilfer and fullback 
Moran Norris. 

After each position group elected a 
captain, Nolan also appointed 
Jennings and Harris, the 49ers’ two 
union player representatives. The cap- 


tains are responsible for relaying team- 
mates’ concerns to Nolan and resolv- 
ing other problems without taking 
them to the head coach. “Our team 
recognizes those 10 guys, and I meet 
with them every week and go over any 
issues they may have,” Nolan said. 
“Sometimes it may be a 30-second 
meeting. Other times, it could go as 
long as 30 minutes. This is the com- 
mittee that allows me to interact with 
the football team in additional ways,” 
Nolan said. 

Nolan still will name three game 
captains each week. 

HEALTHY NINERS: The 49ers 
only will have two players who are 
unlikely to play in Monday’s season 
opener against Arizona. 

Rookie defensive back Dashon 
Goldson will be doubtful because of 
his elbow injury, and cornerback 
Donald Strickland is questionable with 
a bruised chest. Neither backup was 
likely to play much, anyway. 

Pro Bowl running back Frank Gore 
participated in every part of practice 
Monday, and the third-year pro is 
ready to go after missing the preseason 
with a broken hand. Gore will wear a 
pad on his hand against the Cardinals, 
but doesn’t believe it will affect him. 

Gore is looking forward to practic- 
ing in pads Friday. 

“Once I get that first hit, Pll be 
ready to go for Monday,” he said. 
“You don’t want to get hurt by sitting 
out a whole month. You feel like 
you’ve got to do some catching up, 
feel the rhythm with the linemen and 
everything.” 

Nose tackle Aubrayo Franklin 
rejoined parts of practice Monday, and 
he’ll be even more involved Thursday.

SAN DIEGO There 
won’t be any shortage of sub- 
plots and motivational factors 
when the Chicago Bears visit 
the San Diego Chargers in a 
season opener Sunday. 

First off, there’s that shoe 
commercial in which reigning 
NFL MVP LaDainian 
Tomlinson spins and slashes 
through the Bears for a long 
touchdown run, leaving sever- 
al defenders grasping at air 
and sprawled on the ground. 

“Was that against the 
Bears?” Tomlinson said 
Monday, feigning ignorance. 

Yes it was, and it also fea- 
tures appearances by fellow 
Chargers stars Philip Rivers, 
Antonio Gates and Shawne 
Merriman. The ad begins with 
the Chargers trailing 22-17 
with 10 seconds left in the 
fourth quarter. 

Tomlinson said he’s heard 
that Bears middle linebacker 
Brian Urlacher isn’t thrilled 
with how the Bears’ defense 
— one of the league’s best — 
is portrayed. 

“I’m pretty sure they’re not 
happy about it,’ Tomlinson 
said. “In fact I read something 
somebody sent me that 
Urlacher said to ask me how 
many yards I had the last time 
I played them four years ago. 
There you go. That tells me 
how they feel about it.” 

For the record, the Bears 
held Tomlinson to 61 yards 
and one touchdown on 16 car- 
ries in 2003, when the Bears 
won 20-7 at Soldier Field. 

The teams haven’t played 
since. 

The Bears’ defense is 
“ageressive and fast and 
smart. We’re going to have a 
big challenge,” Tomlinson 
said. 

“Once you start playing 
and you're three to four plays 
into the game, I don’t think 
there’s anyone in Chicago 
who’s going to be thinking 
about the Nike commercial,” 
Chargers coach Norv Turner 
said. 

Then there’s Ron Rivera, 
who went from being the 
Bears’ defensive coordinator 
to working as San Diego’s 
linebackers coach.

lost the Super Bowl to 
Indianapolis, Rivera inter- 
viewed for but didn’t get the 
job that went to Turner. On the 
same day the Chargers hired 
Turner, the Bears told Rivera 
his contract wouldn’t be 
renewed. Hours later, the 
Chargers brought Rivera on 
board. 

Having Rivera on his staff 
“helps a lot,” Turner said. “I 
think he’s been a good insight 
to both sides of the ball. He’s 
been there and he knows the 
personnel. Obviously once the 
game starts, the players decide 
the game. If it gives us a little 
insight to what they’re think- 
ing, then it is a help.” 

A team spokesman said 
Rivera wouldn’t be speaking 
with reporters this week. 

“My guess is that Ron 
decided it would be best for 
him not to,” Turner said. “It 
certainly wasn’t initiated by 
me. I think I was in his posi- 
tion last year and I don’t think 
I did any either, so sometimes 
it’s the best way to go.” 

Turner was fired by the 
Oakland Raiders following 
the 2005 season, then hired as 
offensive coordinator of the 
San Francisco 49ers. The

49ers beat the Raiders last 
season. 

The Bears aren’t overly 
concerned. 

“He’s been in the system 
here, he knows what we do, 
but we’re not doing every- 
thing exactly the same,” cor- 
nerback Nathan Vasher said. 

“Tf I were on the coaching 
staff out there, I would pick 
his mind constantly,” wide 
receiver Muhsin Muhammad 
said. “If I were a player out 
there, I would be asking about 
all the guys. They’ve got a 
good advantage with coach 
Rivera out there, but you’ve 
got to line up, you’ve got to 
play. It’s still a game of talent. 
Rivera can’t be out there.” 

As cornerback Ricky 
Manning Jr. said, “That’s the 
NFL.

Heart abnormalities affect athletes 
more, create higher risk for attack

VIENNA, Austria 
Cardiac problems like an 
abnormal heartbeat are exac- 
erbated by rigorous exercise 
in a way that can be fatal in 
athletes, and regular testing 
for the problem could save 
lives, doctors at a heart con- 
ference said Sunday. 

Italy is the only country 
that mandates heart screening 
of all its professional athletes, 
Dr. Domenico Corrado of the 
University of Padua said at the 


European Society for 
Cardiology meeting in 
Vienna. 


Since 1981, Italian authori- 
ties have run heart checks on 
all competing athletes. The 
incidence of sudden, fatal 
heart attacks has dropped 
from four cases per 100,000 to 
0.4 cases per 100,000. 

Without testing, athletes 
genetically predisposed to 
having an irregular heartbeat 
might not be aware of their 
condition until it’s too late, 
doctors said. Adrenaline pro- 
duced during exercise may 
overstimulate the heart, caus- 
ing it to essentially short-cir- 
cuit. 

“Sport acts as a trigger,” 
Corrado said in research pre- 
sented at the meeting. 

Corrado said he had no ties 
to companies involved in 
screening athletes. The 
research was funded by the 
Italian government. 

Last week, Antonio Puerta 
became the latest high-profile 
soccer player to die while 
competing. 

After the 22-year-old 
Sevilla midfielder lost con- 
sciousness and fell, doctors 
treated him on the field and he 
walked off, but then had a 
heart attack in the locker room 
and another in the emergency 
room of a Seville hospital. 

He died three days later. 

A day after Puerta’s death, 


former Zambia striker 
Chaswe Nsofwa died minutes 
after collapsing on the field 
during a training session with 
Israeli club Hapoel 
Beersheba. The 27-year-old 
Nsofwa was given electric 
shocks and an external pace- 
maker but could not be 
revived by paramedics. 

On Aug. 24, 16-year-old 
Anton Reid of English League 
One team Walsall died after 
collapsing on the field. 

Because they have been 
exercising vigorously, many 
athletes who collapse during 
competition do not have 
enough oxygen in their bodies 
to allow the heart to start 
pumping again, even if a 
defibrillator is used to try to 
restart their heart. 

FIFA, world soccer’s gov- 
erning body, deemed the risk 
of irregular heartbeats to be so 
great that before last year’s 
World Cup in Berlin, its med- 
ical committee demanded that 
all players undergo heart 
scans. Following the recent 
deaths, FIFA said it was con- 
sidering expanding health 
checks. 

“Athletes may have a silent 
but important heart disease 
that’s not manifest,” said 
Dr. Douglas Zipes, a cardiolo- 
gist at Indiana University 
School of Medicine. Though 
little data exist, Zipes said that 
a genetic disorder may cause 
some athletes’ hearts to get 
abnormally big when they 
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train. 

Corrado estimated that the 
cost of Italy’s heart screening 
program is about $82 per ath- 
lete. Other countries are not 
convinced that screening is 
worth the cost, given how few 
athletes are at risk. Concerns 
have been raised about the 
effectiveness of the scan, 
which relies largely on 
echocardiograms, a test that 
shows if the heart is pumping 
normally. 

“As a screening test, it’s 
very imperfect,” said Dr. 
Gordon Tomaselli, chief of 
cardiology at Johns Hopkins 
University and spokesman for 
the American Heart 
Association. “It can pick up 
many of the things that cause 
sudden death, but not all of 
them.” 

Doctors said that more 
awareness about the potential 
dangers is key to preventing 
future deaths, though not all 
athletes with suspicious tests 
will collapse on the field. 

“Coaches should pay more 
attention to their players’ 
symptoms,” Zipes said. “If an 
athlete is complaining about 
chest pains or shortness of 
breath, those are warning 
signs that should not be 
ignored.”

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Mickelson turns in playoff perform

NORTON, Mass. — Phil 
Mickelson is back on his 
game, and it was good enough 
to take down Tiger Woods. 

Going head-to-head with 
Woods for the first time in 18 
months, Mickelson buried the 
world’s No. 1 player on the 
front nine and held him off 
down the stretch Monday to 
close with a 5-under 66 and 
win the Deutsche Bank 
Championship by two shots. 

It was the first victory for 
Mickelson since The Players 
Championship in May, when 
he looked ready to make 
another run at Woods. Then 
came a wrist injury that cost 
him his summer, and only 
recently has Mickelson been 
able to swing without flinch- 
ing. 

The pain on this Labor Day 
belonged to Woods. 

He couldn’t make a putt on 
the front nine, and couldn’t 
make enough when he was 
trying to make up ground. 
Woods had four putts for eagle 
on the TPC Boston, and 
picked up only three shots. He 
wound up with a 67 — despite 
taking 32 putts — and tied for 
second with Arron Oberholser 
(69) and Brett Wetterich (70), 
who were afterthoughts while 
playing in the final group. 

The buzz outside Beantown 


was clearly on the two biggest 
names in golf, and Mickelson 
relished this victory. 

“For 10 years I’ve strug- 
gled against Tiger,” 
Mickelson said. “This sure 
feels great to go head-to-head 
... and over the last five or six 
holes when he’s making a run, 
it was fun to match him with 
birdies.” 

Mickelson finished at 16- 
under 268 and earned $1.26 
million, moving him atop the 
standings in the PGA Tour 
Playoffs. 

But after dispatching of 
Woods, Mickelson picked his 
next battle with PGA Tour 
commissioner Tim Finchem. 
He said he might not play next 
week outside Chicago at the 
BMW Championship, saying 
he owed it to the tour but that 
Finchem had not fulfilled 
some requests that Mickelson 
has made. He did not elabo- 
rate. 

If Mickelson were to play 
at Cog Hill, he again would be 
paired with Woods the first 
two days. That might be 
incentive enough the way he 
handled Woods at the TPC 
Boston, staying ahead of him 
the first two rounds and play- 
ing his best when it mattered. 

Mickelson, who moved 
back to No. 2 in the world 
with his 32nd career victory, 
took only 23 putts in the final

round and built a five-shot 
lead after 10 holes. Woods had 
ample opportunity to close the 
gap, especially when 
Mickelson took double bogey 
on the 12th hole, but he never 
got closer than two shots. 

Mickelson matched his 
birdie on the 16th to stay two 
ahead, Woods missed from 10 
feet on the 17th, and Lefty 
effectively locked up the vic- 
tory with his chip from behind 
the 18th green to 4 feet for his 
final birdie. 

“Unfortunately, I just didn’t 
make enough putts to really 
push him,” Woods said. 

Wetterich started the final 
round with a one-shot lead 
and didn’t make a birdie until 
the 16th hole. 

His birdie on the last hole 
gave him enough points to 
move up 29 spots to No. 22, 
giving him an excellent shot at 
making the Tour 
Championship. 

Oberholser was within one 
shot of Mickelson most of the 
back nine, but he needed an 
eagle on the final hole to force 
a playoff, then missed a 10- 
foot birdie putt when the tour- 
nament was sealed. He moved 
up to No. 29 in the playoff 
standings; had he made the 
birdie putt, he would have 
gone to No. 20 and clinched a 
spot at East Lake for the Tour 
Championship. 


John Mallinger and Bo Van 
Pelt moved into the top 70 to 
advance to the third round 
next week in Chicago. 

Woods and Mickelson 
played together for the third 
time this week, but the final 
round put an end to the chat- 
ter, and seemed to double the 
size of the gallery that had fol- 
lowed them around the first 
two days of the tournament. 

Woods twice was in posi- 
tion to apply some pressure on 
Lefty and both times failed, a 
sign of things to come. 

Woods had a 15-foot eagle 
putt on the par-5 second hole 
that he left short, and a 65-foot 
eagle putt on the 298-yard

fourth hole that he three- 
putted for par. 

Mickelson, who matched 
Woods’ birdie at No. 2 with a 
nifty pitch, hit his bunker shot 
on No. 4 just onto the fringe 
about 15 feet away and made 
that for birdie. Mickelson 
stretched his margin over 
Woods to three shot with an 
approach on No. 5 into about 
4 feet. 

Woods had another advan- 
tage on the par-5 seventh, his 
third putt for eagle on the 
front nine. He two-putted for 
birdie, but Mickelson matched 
him again with a long bunker 
shot to 6 feet. 


The difference in their 


games was largely on the 
greens. Mickelson took only 
11 putts on the front nine, 
including a 12-foot par save 
on the sixth when he flew the 
green. Woods had 17 putts, the 
longest he made was 4 feet for 
par on the third hole. 

Woods fell five shots 
behind at the turn, and even 
when Mickelson gave him a 
slight opening, the world’s 
No. 1 player stumbled trying 
to bust through the door. 

Despite holding a three- 
shot lead over Oberholser — 
and still five over Woods — 
Mickelson went at the flag on 
No. 12 and came up short into 
the hazard. 

Mickelson chipped up to 5 
feet and missed to make dou- 
ble bogey. Woods had a prime 
chance to make it a three-shot 
swing, but his 15-foot birdie 
was well off line. 

And this came one hole 
after Woods missed an 8-foot 
birdie, as Lefty made from 6 
feet for par. 

Woods tried to keep it inter- 
esting with a 40-foot birdie on 
the 14th hole to get within two 
shots, but that was as close as 
Mickelson allowed him to get. 
The key shot came on the par- 
3 16th, after Woods hit 8-iron 
into 10 feet. Mickelson fol- 
lowed with an 8-iron that 
never left the flag and stopped 
6 feet below the hole.

Land gift has left family feeling disinherited

Thousands of SoCal homes 
still without power in heat 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Parts of Southern California 
sweltered in triple-digit tem- 
peratures Monday as a heat 
wave stretched into the sev- 
enth day and contributed to 
power outages that left thou- 
sands without air condition- 
ing. 

Temperatures soared in the 
San Fernando Valley with 
Woodland Hills reporting 102 
degrees and Van Nuys at 99, 
according to the National 
Weather Service. Downtown 
Los Angeles also was expect- 
ed to see temperatures climb 
above 100. 

Southern California Edison 
said 20,000 customers in Los 
Angeles, Orange, Ventura, 


Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties had no electricity, 
spokesman Steve Conroy 
said. 

San Diego Gas and Electric 
Co., which serves San Diego 
County and southern Orange 
County, declared a power 
emergency and began prepar- 
ing for potential rolling black- 
outs as demand hit a record. 

About 30,000 of its cus- 
tomers experienced outages 
Monday, but electricity was 
restored to 22,000 of them by 
the afternoon, spokesman 
Peter Hidalgo said. 

“We need immediate ener- 
gy conservation, or else there 
will be rolling blackouts,” 
Hidalgo said. 


About 3,500 customers in 
scattered parts of Los Angeles 
also were without power, Los 
Angeles Department of Water 
and Power spokeswoman 
MaryAnne Piersen said. 

“Probably more than 90 
percent of them are due to 
stress on the system due to the 
heat,” she said. “Different 
pieces of equipment get 
fatigued and blow out, so they 
have to be replaced.” 

Lightning strikes on grid 
equipment due to scattered 
desert thunderstorms also 
were adding to the strain. 

The California Independent 
System Operator, which over- 
sees the state’s power grid, 
said no major shortages were 


expected. But it was urging 
customers to conserve elec- 
tricity by setting air condition- 
ing thermostats higher and 
waiting to use major appli- 
ances until after dark. 

Relief was in sight with 
cooler temperatures forecast 
over the next several days. 

“Everyone will see a drop 
of eight to 11 degrees on 
Tuesday,” said Stuart Seto of 
the National Weather Service. 
“By Thursday, things will be 
getting back to normal.” 


Truckers form 
rolling roadblock 


BIGGS, Ore. (AP) — Three 
commercial truck drivers put 
on the brakes to help police 
stop a man who led authori- 
ties on a high-speed chase for 
more than 50 miles. 

The truckers pulled along- 
side each other and slowed to 
about 5 mph, forming a rolling 


roadblock. The fleeing driver 
stopped and fled on foot but 
was quickly captured, authori- 
ties said. 

Trucker Edwin Beach said 
he had heard police radio traf- 
fic and said, “OK, where’s the 
high-speed chase at?” He 
coordinated with two other 
drivers over CB and placed 
his truck in the middle on 
Interstate 84. 

“We were all kind of laugh- 
ing because he was running
